A kitchen cooking fire that 
spread to the attic forced 12 
people from their homes late 
Wednesday night at a fourplex 
in the Queen 
Mary Park neigh¬ 
bourhood, 

Edmonton 
Fire Rescue was 
called to a house 
near 1D7 Ave and 
112 St. at 10:30 
p.m. to visible 
flames, that had 
spread to the at¬ 
tic and rooftop. Seven adults 
and five children that were 
tenants of the four homes got 
out safely. 

"A cooking fire was left un¬ 


attended. This old type of wood 
chip insulation can have hot 
spots, so we need to thoroughly 
clean out the attic,'’ said fire 
investigator Jamie Klatt. 

He estimated damages as 
a result of the blaze at about 
5225,000. 

The displaced residents 
are being given 
emergency ac¬ 
commodation, 
food, and cloth¬ 
ing through the 
Canadian Red 
Cross, according 
to Sarah Meffen 
spokesperson for 
Edmonton Fire 
Rescue Services. 

Investigators declared the 
fire out just after 10 a.m. Thurs¬ 
day. The incident remains 
under investigation, officials 
said.

Police ramping up 
fentanyl strategy

The Edmonton Police Service 
has established a special work¬ 
ing committee tn counter “car¬ 
nage” caused by fentanyl, 

Officers have been under¬ 
going specialized training over 
the last four months, and many 
now carry a nasal spray of the 
overdose antidote naloxone. 

Staff Sgt. Karen Ockernian 
with the EPS Edmonton thug 
and Giang Enforcement unit 
told the police commission 
Thursday that fentanyl is "hit¬ 
ting every household" as over¬ 
dose numbers show no sign of 
slowing. 

“This is a brand new thing 
for tis. Mever have police of¬ 
ficers had to be handing out 
medications on the street like 
this before," Ockernian said. 

"There's a kit of nuances wiLh 
this ... You have to be well re¬ 
searched and not be hasty in 
your responses." 

Officers are also taking their 
own precautions, including oc¬ 
cupational health and safety 
training, to prevent second¬ 
hand exposure to the opioid. 

Edmonton police are up¬ 
dating safety procedures and 
even made changes to their 


drug exhibit processing room 
to protect against exposure. 

in Connecticut in September, 
11 SWAT officers were hospital¬ 
ized for fentanyl exposure after 
the powder became airborne 
during a drug raid. 

"They have to make sure they 
have the right personal pro¬ 
tective equipment — meaning 
gloves, masks — and know who 
to acce ss if they see something 
not right, to call the clandes¬ 
tine-lab team. 1 " Ockerman said. 

Another challenge facing po¬ 
lice is that technology to iden¬ 
tify the drug and improve safety 
is expensive and constantly 
changing, she said. 

Carfentanil. an even more 
potent version of fentanyl, is 
popping up with increasing 
frequency while fentanyl re¬ 
mains difficult for users and 
police to identify. 

“1 think the information we 
put out there is really to protect 
everybody and to ensure people 
are informed that it is danger¬ 
ous, so we can tiv to stop, basic¬ 
ally the carnage that's happen¬ 
ing because people are taking 
this unwittingly or sometimes 
they don’t realize quite the dan¬ 
gers." Ockerman said. 

Alberta saw 193 fentanyl- 
related deaths from January 
through September of 2016 
and 274 deaths in 2015.

Fred Williams shook Thurs¬ 
day evening while looking at 
footage on his cellphone of 
a fire that he and many on¬ 
lookers said seemed to swal¬ 
low an apartment in orange 
frame in seconds, 

“All I know is that there 
was some small child, some 
small person, just waiting 
to get out while the fire was 
blazing like that," Williams 
said, at the corner of Jasper 
Avenue and lie Street, where 
crews continued to douse 
the smouldering apartment. 

Williams, who was hav¬ 
ing a beer at On the Rocks, 
said the night went from nor¬ 
mal to chaos in less than five 
minutes. 

He said he couldn't tell if 


the person he saw trying to 
get away from the fire was 
on the balcony of the apart¬ 
ment or inside of it. 

“It didn't look good, that's 
all 1 can say." 

Emergency Medical Servi¬ 
ces spokesperson Alex Camp¬ 
bell confirmed as Metro went 
to press that one person died, 
two were taken to hospital 
and one was assessed on 
scene following Thursday's 
fire. 

Campbell could not give 
the ages of the deceased or 
injured or the nature of in¬ 
juries. 

The fire, in the apartment 
building above popular es¬ 
tablishments On the Rocks 
and Eamoso Pizza, was out by 
the lime Metro arrived, but 
nearly every person standing 
on the street had cellphone 
video of the flames licking 
the sides of the 15-storey 
apartment building. 

They also had stories of 
hearing screams and then 
looking up only to see a fire 
consume the apartment far 
quicker than they expected.

Coun. Mike Nickel doesn’t 
want Mill Woods to become 
a sea of parking. 

Nickel's concerns come after 
city administration decided 
Wednesday to postpone its 
park-and-ride strategy to the 
spring of 201S from December 
of this year. 

The strategy will determine 
where park-and-rides should 
be located and address current 
problems. 

Nickel said the “parasitic” 
issues that have stemmed from 
the park-and-ride at Century 
Park are a possibility with Mill 
Woods. 

And he said two projects that 
involve park-and-ride lots are 
on their way to council for re- 
zoning approvals. He said the 
strategy to address the projects' 


issues needs to exist before 
they’re approved. 

“These applications could 
come forward before the strat¬ 
egy." Nickel said. “So let’s get 
in front of it and talk about 
these issues before acting on 
them after they arise."

One of the projects on its 
way for council approval is 
the redevelopment of the Mill 
Woods Town Centre, a mixed- 
use development that would 
include underground or above¬ 
ground parking and he in with 
the new Valley Line LRT station 


being built nearby, 

Nickel — who isn't opposed 
to the development — doesn't 
want drivers using neighbour¬ 
hood street-parking when the 
potential Mill Woods park-and- 
ride is full. 

“What I'm trying to avoid is 
another Century Fark. There is 
goodwill with the [Mill Woods) 
site, but people want assur¬ 
ances." he said. “It has gotten 
bad where people park in front 
of people's driveways.” 

But the new park-and-ride 
strategy will address where 
it's correct to have parking 
restrictions on neighbourhood 
streets, according to Sarah 
Feldman, general supervisor 
of transportation strategies 
with the city. 

“We have to determine 
where restrictions are appro¬ 
priate,'’ she said, “ft could be 
seen as appropriate surplus 
parking on collector roads or 
major loads and, in other cases, 
there may be neighbourhood 
impacts.” 

The Tweedle Site near Miche¬ 
als Park in the city's southeast 
is also another project that 
involves more parking* and 
needs council approval to start 
making headway. 


How we 
got here 

The city's parlt-and-ride strategy 
is the final piece of Edmon¬ 
ton's plan to overhaul its tran¬ 
sit system. 

The plans — outlined in 
December — would see ma¬ 
jor changes to bus networks, 
where frequent routes would 
operate on main roads within 
the ring road. 

Outside the ring, express 
buses would move people to 
destinations quicker during 
peak hours. Those destinations 
would include park-and-rides, 
which would lately be at the 
end of an LRT leg. 

City council has been keen 
to improve the park-and-ride 
system. 

Edmonton has turned to 
the private sector to operate 
park-and-rides because it can 
be costly for the city to oper¬ 
ate and build them, said Sarah 
Feldman, general supervisor of 
transportation strategies. 

Feldman said the strategy' 
will also look at how smaller- 
scale park-and-rides could fit 
into the equation. For example, 
the city could see if partnering 
with churches or businesses 
could play a role, and poten¬ 
tially alleviate neighbourhood 
woes, she said, jeremv simes/metro

Was cancelling 
Joseph Boyden's 
appearance the 
right decision?

The city's decision to cancel Joseph Boyden's appearance at the 
Winter Cities Shake-Up in February has many in Edmonton talking 
about Reconciliation. 

City officials told Metro that after hearing from locai indigenous 
elders, they decided it wasn't worth upsetting relationships in order to 
host the author, who has come under fire for his claims to indigenous 
roots — which some say are unsubstantiated. 

Metro asked three indigenous women for their thoughts 
on the decision. 


I agree with the city on this one, 
but I think we as a city need to start 
showcasing more of our local voices at 
events like these. By going outside our 
local indigenous population for guidance 
and entertainment, I think we are doing 
it wrong. Reconciliation in local cities 
requires different, local groups of people 
to get together and create relationships 
here. Edmonton has incredible 
indigenous talent and I hope they look 
to replace him with someone local who 
tells local stories.

I 
feel conflicted because the answer isn't 
giving me enough of a reason for the 
cancellation. 1 think it's really important 
to be really careful for who speaks for 
whom. I would never say an elder's word 
is not important but (also wouldn't say 
it's the Bible. Even though I'm saying this, 
the person next to me who is indigenous 
would say something different. Finding 
one way to be about these things is not 
going to happen.

Ken Rite was working on a 
tar one day when his wedding 
ring toothed a live wire —and 
then ’Ezzzzzzt.’ 

"It actually welded the ring 
to the dash,” he said. 

"My wife was pretty upset 
I put a mark in my wedding 
ring. It got hot pretty fast.* 


Rite said that's one of many 
times his wedding ring has put 
his fingers in danger of being 
skinned, cut or even lipped 
off in his work as a mechanic. 

So he's created a solution. 

Rite is the founder of the 
Original Man Band, an Edmon¬ 
ton company selling silicon 
rings mechanics can wear in 
place of their wedding bands 
or other jewelry and that will 
flex and stretch rather than 
put fingers in danger. 


■As any mechanic who wears 
a metal ring knows, if you 
catch a metal ring while work¬ 
ing it tan lead to a lot of pain 
or much worse. 

“If you catch a metal ring on 
anything, a million scenarios, 
it becomes a cutting edge, 1 * 
Rice said. “It'll peel down, it'll 
look like you got skinned, in 
a bad case the finger’s gone. 

“With a silicone ring the 
ring will stretch and your fin¬ 
ger won't get hurt.* 


The company has been of 
feting rings for about a week 
and already has LOO orders. 
Rice said. 

While similar products are 
offered from U.S. Tetailers.

Nobody told longtime Edmon¬ 
ton restaurateur Ed Donszel- 
mann that people might dine 
at home more in a slow econ¬ 
omy. 

Instead, the former owner of 
city favourites, like Culina Mill 
Creek and Sugarbowl, wanted 
to start something different — 
a casual, affordable, simple, 
family-friendly eatery. Such is 
Otto, sitting squarely between 
Little Italy and Alberta Avenue 
in Norwood, along 95 Street. 

It's a bright and bare Dutch- 
inspired space that's a mere 
10-minute walk from home 
for Donszelmann. 

“ft's a bit of a rough area, but 
locals want something ike this 
— they and the entire Edmon¬ 
ton food community have been 
very supportive. We're busy 
seven nights a week." he said. 

And if restauran t trends also 
point to the focus on fresh, 
local and artisan, then Otto 
has it made. 

The menu is all about the 
sausage. But it's the herb, spice 
and Mexican, Italian or Span¬ 


ish lamb, beef and pork blends 
from local sausage whisperer 
Steve Furgiuele that may be 
the restaurant's secret weapon. 

“Otto is a massive blessing 
for me, a huge opportunity to 
test flavour combinations, but 
I can hardly keep up," he said. 

His own huge fine Meats is 
crawdfunding to buy a walk-in 
curing fridge for his booming 
business. 

“I’m making 400 pounds of 
sausage tonight — the Otto (a 
Dutch-inspired smoked gouda- 
type bratwurst], the Italian fen¬ 
nel and chorizo verde. People 
can't get enough." 

Furgiuele gets to experiment 
here, too. The ever-changing 
menu board has a Turkish De¬ 
light sausage with lamb. beef, 
walnuts, raisins, allspice and 
ginger. These are paired with 
unique, mostly Alberta-made 
craft beers. 

"I see Otto and places like 
IVfea t and N ort hern Chicken as 
part of the changing landscape 
— upscale casual food where 
you build what you want at 
a reasonable price," he said. 

Donszelmann said his hopes 
are to expand the space into 
an all-clay venture, where locals 
can enjoy a reasonably-priced 
beer and bite, or just a glass 
of wine. too. "I plan to double 
the craft beer menu, and add 
a vegetarian option. There are 
no reservations. L want a come- 
as-you-are spot for all ages."

Coffee with Cops may sound 
like a sitcom, but it's no joke. Po¬ 
lice organizations across North 
America are using the informal 
atmosphere of a coffee shop or 
Fast food restaurant to meet cit¬ 
izens and chat about anything 
— photo radar, garage break- 
ins, fire pit bylaws. 

Or, in Kelly's case, why she 
got a ticket in the Costco park¬ 
ing lot.

A Dartmouth-based collage 
artist who turned daily free 
n ewspapers into an art career 
is officially opening her studio 
this weekend. 

About two and a half years 
ago. Rhonda Barrett was preg¬ 
nant, teaching yoga and mak¬ 
ing very little. 

“It was a case of you need 
money to make money," she 
recalled. 

She was always interested 
in the ails, but had never con¬ 
sidered it as a career. Barrett 
lived in Halifax at the time 
and often found herself at the 
Halifax North Memorial Pub¬ 
lic Library. 

“The Metro is outside and I'd 
always go and get the newspaper 
each day. After a month 1 had 
this stack of paper," she recalled.

“I looked at it one day and 
1 thought 'Paper! It's free! 1 I 
went to the dollar store. My 
first canvas was a 16x20 from 
the dollar store." 

Barrett's first newspaper col¬ 
lage piece was inspired by Roxy 
D'Lite, her favourite burlesque 
star. She posted a photo on 
Facebook asking her friends 
if anyone would consider buy¬ 
ing it. 

I'be response was immedi¬ 
ate. It sold for S150, giving her 
the cash she needed to pur¬ 
chase supplies to create more 
newspaper collage artworks. 


Jn the past two years she 
has created more than 100 
pieces, many of them com¬ 
missioned. Some are famous 
personalities like Bob Marley 
and Audrey Hepburn. She's 
currently working on a por¬ 
trait of Kurt Cobain. 

Other pieces include Peggy's 
Cove and artworks inspired by 
her yoga practice, province or 
news of the day. 

“My biggest hurdle is people 
look at this and from afar, 
they’re not going to think this 
is newspaper. It’s about bringing 
someone close enough where 


they see the texture and ask 
what is this made of," she said. 

“If I take one and hold it 
up to the light, you can see 
the backside of the paper. All 
of the words and images stait 
to come through." 

She's received Artzone Gal¬ 
lery's award for new emerging 
artist and was also chosen as 
a finalist in the first inter¬ 
national Nonesuch Art on 
Paper awards last year. 

“The pieces are dated by the 
papers J’ve used .,. It's kind of 
an interesting time capsule," 
Barrett said. 


FIRST N ATIONS 

Trudeau holds talks 
on suicide strategy 


Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
held a dosed door meeting Thurs¬ 
day with some leaders of On¬ 
tario’s northern First Nations 
to discuss a national suicide 
strategy. 

The Prime Minister reached 
out to Wap eke k a First Nation 
band council member Joshua 
Frogg. the uncle of Chan tell 
Fox. a 12-year-old girl who com¬ 
mitted suicide on January 10, 
Nis'hnawbe Aski Nation Grand 
Chief Alvin Fiddler and Mush- 
kegowuk Council Grand Chief 
Jonathan Solomon. 

The chiefs were in Ottawa to 
hold a press conference on Par- 
liament Hill, demanding a na¬ 
tional suicide strategy after the 
deaths of Fox and her 12-year-old 
friend Jolynn Winter. She com¬ 
mitted suicide first, on jan. S. 
Four other girls were flown out 
of the remote, First Nation 600 
km north of Thunder Bay. and, 
another 26 students are con¬ 
sidered “high risk" for suicide. 

Wapekeka Chief Brennan Sain- 
nawap, Chantell's grandfather, 
wrote to Health Canada in July 
to demand help and submit a 
mental health funding proposal, 
saving they feared a suicide pact 
among girls was present in the 


com m unity. 

Health Canada denied their 
request. 

“The first thing we raised was 
the urgency of the situation, the 
fact the community has asked for 
some supports which they sub¬ 
mitted back in July and the gov¬ 
ernment's need to act immedi¬ 
ately to approve the proposal" 
said Fiddler after the meeting 
on Thursday. 

Fkkller minded Trudeau a copy 
of NAN’s declaration of a state 
of health emergency in their 
communities and those all the 
way to the Manitoba border, on 
Feb. 26, 2016. 

The declaration outlined how 
indigenous people are dying of 
preventable diseases like rheum¬ 
atic fever, suffering adverse ef¬ 
fects of diabetes and lacking 
mental health care and addic¬ 
tion treatments. 

The declaration called for a 
transformation of how health¬ 
care is delivered to these com¬ 
munities. sdiid Fiddler, who added 
chiefs in Manitoba and Saskatch¬ 
ewan agree with them. 

Fiddler said Trudeau was "verv 
receptive" to all oftbeir sugges¬ 
tions but he made no commit¬ 
ments.

Iraq’s future unknown, 
Canadian adviser says 


While Iraqi and coalition forces 
celebrate the liberation of the 
eastern half of Mosul, a senior 
Canadian military officer is ad¬ 
mitting uncertainty over what 
will happen to Iraq once the rest 
of the city is finally freed. 

“Nobody really knows what 
the political situation is going to 
look like post-Mosul, and l would 
suggest that includes the Iraqis" 
Brig.-Gen. David Anderson told 
T he Canadian ITess in an inter¬ 
view from Baghdad. 


"It’s kind of like a topic that's 
not discussed in great depth right 
now, to see how it all plays out." 

Anderson leads a team of 12 
international advisers inside 
Iraq's defence ministry whotse job 
is to help organize the training of 
Iraqi forces and plan operations. 

Since October, much of his 
team's attention has been on the 
battle for Mosul, the country's 
second-largest city and the loca¬ 
tion where Daesh declared its ca¬

When Adina Williams of Bqua- 
mish Nation was in Grade 10, 
she was asked to introduce her 
community's territory before a 
graduation ceremony in North 
Vancouver. 

It was her first time speak¬ 
ing in public, but people were 
so thankful for her presence at 
the event that it launched many 
other opportunities for Wil¬ 
liams to educate people about 


her nation. Since then, the 
twenty-year-old Williams has 
since been an informal youth 
ambassador for her community 
speaking about reconciliation at 
several high schools and events, 
ihe’s even led professional de¬ 
velopment sessions for teach¬ 
ers and administrators as part 
of a wider push to incorporate 
Indigenous leEirninginto Enain- 
stream education. 

It's often not comfortable 
or easy to break long-standing 
barriers, but Williams is one of 
many Indigenous youth who 
are stepping forward to lead

the way. 

“Reconciliation and this kind 
of work is so important to me,

Complaints 
over PM’s 
missteps

Answering 
in French to 
English query 
angers some 

The Office of the Commissioner 
of Official Languages has re¬ 
ceived 14 complaints related to 
Prime Minlsterjustin Trudeau's 
choice of English or French 
when answering questions at 
recent town hall meetings. 

Spokesman Nelson Kalil 
said Thursday that 11 com¬ 
plaints stem from 
an event on Tues¬ 
day in Sherbrooke, 

Que.. where Tru¬ 
deau angered some 
anglophones by 
insisting on an¬ 
swer] ng Eng¬ 
lish questions in 
French. 

The others are 
related to a previous town hall 
gathering in Peterborough, 
Out., where Trudeau responded 
in English to a French question. 

On Wednesday he said that 
on reflection he maybe should 
have answered partly in bng- 
lish and partly in French at the 
Sherbrooke event. 

The controversy erupted 
when Trudeau answered Fng- 
lish questions in French on 
Tuesday night — including one 
about how Finglish speakers 


could get help to gain access to 
mental health services. 

'‘Thank you for using our 
country's two official lan¬ 
guages, but since w r e're in Que¬ 
bec I'll respond in French* 1 " 
Trudeau replied. 

Flis uni lingual performance 
drew an angry response from 
groups that represent Quebec 
anglophones. with some call¬ 
ing on the prime minister to 
apologize for showing what 
they called disrespect toward 
the English speakers in the 
audience. 

At first. Trudeau defended 
his stance when grilled about 
it at a news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday as 
he mentioned the 
Peterborough ex¬ 
ample. 

But Trudeau 
changed his tune 
a few minutes late r 
when a reporter re¬ 
visited the topic. 
Asked whether 
the English-speaking people in 
the audience Tuesday night did 
not deserve to understand him, 
he replied: “1 understand how 
important it is in these public 
meetings to be able to answer 
questions about people's con¬ 
cerns T 

“So, yes, I maybe could have 
answered partly in English and 
partly in French and, on reflec¬ 
tion, it would have been a good 
thing to doT he said.

Canadian adviser uncertain over Iraq 


While Iraqi and coalition forces 
celebrate the liberation of the 
eastern half of Mosul, a senior 
Canadian military officer is ad¬ 
mitting uncertainly over what 
will happen to Iraq once the 
rest of the city is finally freed. 

“Nobody really knows what 
the political situation is going 
to look like post-Mosul, and I 
would suggest that includes the 
Iraqis*" Brig.-Gen. David .Ander¬ 
son told The Canadian Press in 
an interview from Baghdad. 

“Jt‘s kind of like a topic that's 


not discussed in great depth 
right now. to see how it all 
plays out” 

Anderson leads a team of 
12 international advisers in¬ 
side Iraq's defence ministry 
whose job ls to help organize 
the training of Iraqi forces and 
plan operations. 

Since tktober, much of his 
team's attention has been on 
the battle for Mosul, the coun¬ 
try's second-largest city mid the 
location where the Islamic State 
nf Iraq and the Levant declared 


its so-called caliphate in 2014. 

Iraqi forces, supported by 
Canadian-trained Kurdish pesh- 
metga and a variety of militia 
groups, said Wednesday they 
had taken control of the east¬ 
ern part of the city after three 
months of fighting. 

Anderson heaped praise on 
the Iraqi military’s progress 
in Mosul, comparing it to the 
bloody fighting Canadian sol¬ 
diers saw against the Nazis in 
the Italian city of Ortona in De¬ 
cember 1942. 


Anderson would not predict 
when the western half of Mosul 
will be freed, though he said 
efforts are underway to train 
3.QOO police and 15.000 "tribal 
forces" to provide security in 
the liberated areas. 

Yet one of the key questions 
that remains unanswered is 
whether the various Iraqi groups 
fighting 1S1L in Mosul and else¬ 
where will renuiin united after¬ 
ward, or break along traditional 
ethnic and religious lines.

Firefighters 
lose lives as 
building falls 
during rescue 

A historic high rise in the heart 
of Iran's capital caught fire 
and later colkipsed Thursday, 
killing at least 30 fire fighter's 
and leaving their stunned col¬ 
leagues and bystanders weep¬ 
ing in the streets. 

The disaster at the 17-storey 
fiasco building. inadvertently 
shown live on state television, 
came after authorities said they 
repeatedly warned tenants 
about blocking stairwells w r ith 
fabric from cramped garment 
workshops on its upper floors. 

Firefighters, soldiers and 
other emergency responders 
dug through the debris into 
the night, looking for surviv¬ 
ors. While it was not clear 
how many people were in the 


steel-and-concnete building, wit¬ 
nesses said many had slipped 
through a police cordon while 
the fire burned to go back in¬ 
side for their belongings. 

"They asked us ... using loud¬ 
speakers to evacuate the build¬ 
ing, but some people went in¬ 
side again, saying their precious 
documents, their bank checks, 
their entire life was in their 
shops," said witness Masoud 
Hosseini. “They went inside 
to fetch those documents. 1 
felt like they cared about their 
belongings, checks and money 
more than their lives * 

Iranian authorities did not 
immediately release definitive 
casualty figures, which is com¬ 
mon in unfolding disasters. 

Iran’s state-run Press TV 
announced the firefighters' 
deaths, without giving a source 
for the information. Mayor 
Mohammad Eagher Ghalibaf 
said more than 20 bodies of 
firefighters had been recovered 
by Thursday night. 

Local state television said 30 


civilians were injured, while 
the state-run LRN.A news agency 
said 45 Firefighters had been 
injured. 

Firefighters began battling 
the blaze around 3 a.m.. some 
3 1/2 hours before the collapse. 
The fire appeared to be the 
most intense on the upper 
floors, the site of workshops 
where tailors cooked for them¬ 
selves and used old kerosene 
heaters for warmth. 

T he building came down in 
seconds, shown live on state 
television , which had begun 
an interview with a journalist 
at the scene. 

President Hassan Kouhani 
ordered interior Minister Ab- 
dolreza Kahmani Fazli to in¬ 
vestigate the disaster, JRNA 
reported. Eouhani also ordered 
the ministry to ensure the in¬ 
jured were cared for and im¬ 
mediately compensate those 
affected by the disaster. Rou- 
hani, whose administration 
struck the nuclear deal with 
world powers, will probably be 
standing for re-election in May. 

Anot her fire broke out later 
Thursday at a building next to 
the collapsed tower, according 
to the semi-official Pars news 
agency. Firefighters w r orked 
into the night to extinguish it. 
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Some people went inside again, 
saying their precious documents, 
their bank checks, their entire life 
was in their shops.

Troops move into Gambia 
to help install new leader 


Rescue workers reported no 
signs of life Thursday at a 
four-star hotel buried by an 
avalanche in the mountains 
of earthquake-stricken cen¬ 
tral Italy.Two bodies were re¬ 
covered of the estimated 30 
people trapped inside as the 
risk of more avalanches slowed 
the search effort. 

Two people escaped the dev¬ 
astation at the Hotel Rigop- 
iano. in the mountains of the 
Gran Sasso range, and called 
for help, but it took hours for 
responders to reach the remote 
zone on skis. 

Days of heavy snowfall had 
knocked out electricity and 
phone lines in many central 
Italian towns and hamlets, 
and four powerful earthquakes 
struck the region Wednesday. 

It w r asn’t immediately clear 
if any of the quakes triggered 
the avalanche. But firefighters 
said the sheer violence of the 
30Oyardrwide 1300-metre) snow 
slide on Wednesday uprooted 
trees in its wake and wiped out 
parts of the hotel. 

The hotel in the Abruzzo 
region is about 30 miles (45 
kilometres) from the coastal 
city of Pescara* at an altimde of 
about 3,940 feet (1.200 metres), 
located in the swath of central 
Italy between Rieti and Ter- 
amo jolted by Wednesday's 


quakes, one of which had a 
5.7 magnitude. 

Gianluca Valensise, seismolo¬ 
gist at Italy's national vuicanol- 
ogv centre, said it wasn't clear 
if the quakes triggered the ava¬ 
lanche, since so much snow bad 
accumulated in recent days. 

"At the most it was a trigger, 
but certainly not the reason,” 
he said. “"The avalanche cer¬ 
tainly would have come down 
sooner or Liter, but the distance 
from the epicentre ls quite sub¬ 
stantial." 


Premier Paolo Gentiloni. ar¬ 
riving at the regional civil pro¬ 
tection headquarters at midday 
Thursday, sought to deflect 
criticism of the rescue work 
and urged authorities to re¬ 
double efforts to reach people 
still isolated by the quakes and 
snow across the quake zone. 

T he buried hotel was just 
one of several rescues under¬ 
way: Police video showed a 
grey-haired man being led to 
safety by rescuers through a 
path dug through deep snow 


elsewhere else in the region. 

Snow continued to fall Thurs¬ 
day with reports of people be¬ 
ing isolated in many places. 
Daiana Nguyen, a resident of 
a town in the province of Ter- 
amo, told SKY TG24 that 10 
feet (three metres] of snow had 
fallen and that people were 
“completely isolated." 

“They talk about sending 
in the army: Thirty to 40 men 
came with shovels. We need 
heavy machinery!* she said. 
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A West African regional force 
chaiged into neighbouring Gam¬ 
bia late Thursday to support the 
country's newly inaugurated 
president, while longtime ruler 
Yahya Jammeh showed no sign 
of stepping down. 

The troops moved in shortly 
after Adama Barrow was inaug¬ 
urated at Gambia’s embassy in 
neighbouring Senegal, after a 
final effort at diplomatic talks 
with Jammeh 
failed to secure 
his departure. Fits 
inandate expired 
at midnight. 

Senegalese 
military spokes¬ 
man Col. Abdoul 
Ndiaye confirmed 
to The Associated 
1 Tess that the first 
regional troops 
had crossed into Gambia and 
were on their way to the capital, 
Banjul. AT journalists saw at least 
20 military vehicles gathered at 
the bonder town of Karang. 

Jn his inaugural speech, which 
took place under heavy security, 
Barrow called on jammeh to re¬ 
spect the will of the people and 
step aside. The new president 
also called on Gambia’s armed 
forces to renuiin in their barracks 
as the regional mill Lap/ interven¬ 


tion got underway 

Barrow had come to Senegal 
last week at the urging of West 
African mediators, who feared for 
his safety amid the political crisis. 

He arrived at the embassy to 
cheers of joy from hundreds of 
Gambians who had gathered, 
with national flags, fora glimpse 
of the new president. 

“Our national flag will now 
fly high among the most demo¬ 
cratic nations of 
the world." Har¬ 
row said after the 
ceremony. 

Biimmv was de¬ 
clared the winner 
of the Dec. 1 elec¬ 
tion and at first 
was congratulat¬ 
ed by Jammeh 
in a phone call 
aired on state 
television. But once it was sug¬ 
gested that Jammeh could face 
criminal charges linked to hu¬ 
man rights abuses during his 
long rule, he backtracked and 
challenged the vote in court, 
alleging irregularities. 

In recent days, Januneh has 
tried to stay in power by declar¬ 
ing a state of emergency* while 
lawmakers voted to extend his 
mandate by three months.

Property searches 
from U.S. way up 


The election of Donald Trump 
to the U.S. presidency has cre¬ 
ated a surge in Americans eye 
balling Canadian property. 

But don’t expect an influx 
of U.S. real estate buyers north 
of the border, said Phil Soper, 
ChO of Royal LePage. 

There may be 
more interest in 
Canada, he said, 
but “who knows 
how educated Amer¬ 
ican real estate re¬ 
searchers are in the 
steps necessary to 
actually relocate on 
a permanent basis? 

It certainly is easy to look.” 

Just in time for the inaug¬ 
uration. Royal LePage issued 
a report Friday showing that 
Canadian real estate, particu¬ 
larly in Ontario, has seen a 
Trump bump from U.S. buy¬ 
ers looking at property online, 

Royal LePage saw a 41 per 
cent year-over-year increase 
in queries to its web portal 
that originated south of the 


border in the hist quarter of 
2016. There were a bout 205.155 
views last year, compared to 
about 145,500 in the same 
quarter of 2015. 

■“I know a significant per¬ 
centage of the increase is likely 
very early research 
;md untied to specific 
strategies to uproot 
themselves and move 
to a foreign land,” 
said Soper, adding 
that it is as difficult 
to immigrate to Can- 
Eidu as it is to the U.S. 

The overall quar¬ 
terly results were not 
as dramatic as the initial Trump 
jump. The day after the elec¬ 
tion, U.S. web traffic increased 
329 percent. Hven in the week 
following the election, there 
was a 210-per-cent rise in the 
number of U.S. property search¬ 
es on Canada.

Cereal makers have happily 
encouraged the belief that eat¬ 
ing breakfast can help keep us 
thin and bring other benefits, 
pEtrtly by paying for studies 
that seem to support the idea. 

So. does that mean break¬ 
fast is bad for you? Not that 
either. What it does show 
is how difficult it can be to 
sort the hype from reliable 
dietary Etdvice when studies 
are funded by the makers of 
Froot Loops, nutrition science 
is often inconclusive, and grey 
areas can be spun for mar¬ 
keting. 

Take Special K. Lu the 1990s, 
Special K boxes featured find¬ 


ings thEit people who didn’t 
normally eat breakfast lost 
more weight after they started 
doing so. 

“That was the little piece 
they put on the cereal box,” 
said David Schlundt. a co-au¬ 
thor of the study of about 50 
women. Not mentioned on 
those boxes: Regular break¬ 
fast eaters who started skip¬ 
ping the meal lost even more 
weight, compared to those 
who stuck with their routines.

Academics become activists by necessity 


If you th ink scientists should stay 
in their lane anc leave politics 
to politicians, you're going to 
be very disappointed over the 
next few years. Because when 
politicians attack science and evi¬ 
dence. it's everyone's business. 

Case in point: the roar that 
rase up from the scientific world 
this week when Donald Trump 
appointed anti-vaccine kcok end 
known measles-lover Robert F. 
Kennedy Jr. to head art unneces¬ 
sary vaccine safety comm ission. 

It's Far f rom the I irst time scien¬ 
tists spoken out against Trump. 


The -day after he was elected. 
Science magazine called, in a 
less-than-hopeful tone, for the 
president-elect to appoint a quali¬ 
fied science adviser and include 
research spending in his infra¬ 
structure blitz. 

Scientists aren't solitary lab 
rats. They publish books and 
articles, educate students and 
the public, advise companies 
a nd governments, and spea k out 
about issues that relate to their 
expertise. In our era of mislead¬ 
ing merries and fake news, their 
rale is more important than ever. 


In repressive regimes around 
the world, academics are bullied, 
persecuted, silenced or co-opt¬ 
ed. Even in democracies, they get 
slapped around for political gain. 
Remember the communications 
crackdown on Canadian scien¬ 
tists during the Harper years? 

I ■ :j i. ;j d 1 il c s |.: lay cor n c a roc 
to the U.S. Congress effectively 
banning the Centers for Disease 
Control from studying gun vio¬ 
lence for the last 20 years. With¬ 
out good data, the quality of 
public debate on the issue has 
suffered drastically. I hate to think 


about it, but a similar thing could 
happen with climate science. A 
large portion of the planet's cli¬ 
mate science takes place within 
U.S. government agencies. Our 
planet needs that science. 

As citizens, no matter where 
we live of who our leaders are, 
it's hugely important to show, 
publicly, that we have scientists' 
backs. We need to support thesir 
right to speak and listen when 
they do. We can't afford not to.

Michael Keaton, who plays 
Kmc from failed Have Li in g sales¬ 
man to a millionaire whose busi¬ 
ness card reads simply Founder, 
says the choices his character 
"makes towards the end after 
he becomes successful are mush, 
man. And nothing 3 would ever 
do. Nothing most people would 
ever do." 

So. is he a hero or villain? 
1 hat’s the question The Founder 
asks. Does he deserve a frreELk 
today for changing the way the 
world eats or is he a ruthless 
businessman to be grilled for 
his heavy-handed tactics? 

When we first meet Kmc he’s 
hustling a newfangled milk¬ 
shake maker. Despite his slick 


up the fast food business. Res¬ 
taurant after restaurant turns 
him down, until a small San 
Bernardino, Calif., burger shack 
nan by siblings Mac and Dick Mc¬ 
Donald | played by John Carroll 
Lynch and NickOfifeiman) places 
an order for six of the machines, 
then ups the buy to eight. 

Intrigued, Kroc travels cross¬ 
country to check out the oper¬ 
ation and finds a bustling res¬ 


taurant pumping out good food 
with military efficiency. 

The brothers streamlined 
their kitchen for maximum 
productivity, maximizing every 
inch of space to bang out bur¬ 
gers in under BO seconds. Kroc. 
amazed, convinces the pair to al¬ 
low him to franchise their ideas 
and name. Reluctant, they agree 
but with a strict set of rules to 
ensure quality control. 

Their uneasy partnership be¬ 


comes a pow r der keg when Kroc 
unilaterally chiinges how the 
company is run. As the com¬ 
pany grows so does Kroc’s ego 
and anything-towin attitude. 

Much of the way Kroc treats 
his business partners in The 
founder is as distasteful as The 
Hula Burger, his famous and 
failed foray into vegetarian cook¬ 
ery. He double deals, goes behind 
their backs and worse, tampers 
with some of their recipes. 

Keaton does a great job of 
slowly revealing Kroc's duplicity 
and dive into self-indulgence as 
he transforms fr om failure to 
success. His natural charisniEL 
and flair — He’s Batman! He’s 
Mr. Mom! He's Beetlejuicel — 
brings with it a familiarity that 
makes sense when telling the 
story of one of the best known 
brands on earth. 


As an actor Keaton brings us 
on side as he effectively portrays 
Kroc's descent into amorality 
and callousness. 

Lake the operation that caught 
Kroc's eye, the film is efficient, 
wasting no moves in the telling 
of the tale. It's a classic story of 
persistence Eind greed and direc¬ 
tor John Lee Hancock gets right 
to the meat of the story. 

As much as the film is about 
the U.S.'s 1950s growth spurt, it 
is also a portrait of the kind of 
nevel-say-die spirit that evokes 
the very best and worst of the 
American Dream. 

On film Kroc is insufferable, a 
ruthless conniver who grabbed 
the gold ring. or. in this case, 
golden arches. Is he a good guy 
or scoundrel? Depends what side 
oft he sesELme seed bun you place 
the special sauce on.

Nick Offerman isn't exactly 
a fan of the world's biggest 
fast food franchise yet he 
jumped at a chance to star 
as one of the original archi¬ 
tects of McDonald’s. 

“It didn't take much*" 
admitted the comic-actor 
recently, recalling the offer to 
star opposite Michael Keaton 
in acclaimed director John 
Lee Hancock's The founder. 
“1 mean, we could've been do¬ 
ing the Life story of Hitler and 
I would've been, well, I love 
those artists and if they're on 
board, there must be some¬ 
thing to it.” 

Essentially an origin story 
about the ubiquitous burger 
chain, Offerman plays one of 
the McDonald brothers that 
invented the notion of fast 
food with their California 


drive-in — until a milkshake 
mixer salesman named Ray 
Kroc convinces them to ex¬ 
pand. 

Under his leadership. 
McDonald’s explodes 
but their earnest upstart 
transforms into a monopol¬ 
ized machine at the brothers' 
expense. 

“I knew a lot of the story 
points already (but) what I 
didn’t know were some of the 
persona] narrative details of 
the actual McDonald broth¬ 
ers,*' said Offerman. 

“It’s so humanizing to learn 
that these two hard-working 
guys actually invented this 
way to cook food. 3t*s an insti¬ 
tution. it's always been around 
so you never think that some¬ 
body had to actually weld up 
those ketchup dispensers." 

Offerman also delights that 
the opportunity allowed him 
to star as sibling to longtime 
character actor John Carroll 
Lynch w r ho may be Holly¬ 
wood's most recognizable 
unknown star, 

“for me. he inhabits my 
legendary character actor file 
drawer,” explained Offerman 
of the man behind memorable 
roles in everything from TV's 
Walking Dead to movies like 


Shutter Island. 

“I haven't said his name to 
anybody where they haven't 
given me a blank look. But ! 
say look him up, you've seen 
him and you love him.” 


That anonymity is an at¬ 
tribute Offerman treasures 
himself.

Cruelty complaint filed over 
German shepherd treatment

A Toronto-based animal law 
organization has filed animal 
cruelty complaints over the treat¬ 
ment of a German shepherd on 
the set of the him A Derg's Pur¬ 
pose. 

Animal justice says footage 
apparently shot near Winnipeg 
in November 2015 shows the 
filmmakers forcing the dog into 
turbulent water. 

The footage, which hist sur¬ 
faced on the website TMZ, shows 
the distressed dog fighting to stay 
out of the water by repeatedly 
clawing at the edge of the pool. 

A subsequent shot shows the 
dog submerged under the water 
while a voice is hear yelling “Cut 
it!” and handlers moved in to 
pull the animal out. 

People for the Ethical Treat¬ 
ment of Animals has called fora 
boycott of the movie, which stars 
Dennis Quaid and is directed by 
Lasse Hallstrom, and is set to be 
released later this month. 

Animal justice says it has filed 
complaints with the Winnipeg 
Humane Society, the Chief Vet¬ 
erinary Office of Manitoba, and 
the Winnipeg police department 
alleging violations of federal 
and provincial animal protec¬ 
tion laws. 

"Throwing a terrified Gemtan 
shepherd into rushing water is 
blatant animal cruelty” Camille 


Labchuk, a lawyer and executive 
director of Animal Justice, said 
in a news release. 

“It ls illegal to inflict suffering 
and anxiety' onto animals, and 
there is no loophole that lets 
Hollywood moviemakers get 
away with abusing animals on 
a film set” 

The American Humane soci¬ 
ety' has also launched an inves¬ 
tigation into the incident and 
says it has suspended its safety' 
representative who worked on 
the film. 

The film’s producer. Amblin 
Entertainment, and distribu¬ 
tor. Universal Pictures, said in 
a joint statement that they aFe 
reviewing the footage, but they' 
are confident that “great care and 
concent was shown" for the dog. 

“There were several days of 
rehearsal of the water scenes 
to ensure Hercules was comfort¬ 


able with all of the stunts," the 
statement said. 

Actor josh Gad, who lends 
his voice to a dog in the film, 
issued a statement on TWitter 
saying he has asked the studio 
and production team for an ex¬ 
planation of what he calls “dis¬ 
turbing images.” 

He said that while the finished 
film is “one of the most beauti¬ 
ful love letters to animals I have 
ever seen.’’ he was troubled by 
the video. 

“I am shaken and sad to 
see any animal put in a situ¬ 
ation against its will,” Gad 
wrote. A publicist for the actor 
confirmed the post was authen¬ 
tic.

Stanley Nelson is no fan of 
zooming in. In fact he’s more 
likely to be pulling the camera 
back for the most sweeping 
view possible. 

,L I am really interested in tell¬ 
ing the stories of institutions 
rather than stories of dynamic 
individuals," says Emmy Award 
winning documentarian Nel¬ 
son. “To me that is a more in¬ 
triguing way of telling history.” 

As the title suggests his new 
film. Tell Them We Are Rising: 
The Sitory of Black Colleges 
and Universities, is another 
doc that turns a macro lens 
on its subject. A wide ranging 
look at how Historically Black 
Colleges and Universities, or 
HBGJs, have helped shape the 
societal and cultural history of 
America for the last 170 yeans, 
it's a detailed account of the 
establishment of schools for 
African American students. 

“As a filmmaker there were 
these incredible resources," be 
says, “stills, him. diaries and 
letters that existed in black 
colleges, that generally hadn’t 
been used." 

But there is also a persona! 
side to the story. 

“My parents both went to 
black colleges." he says. ‘'They

both went to school in the 
1930s and that was the only 
option they had. That option 
changed my life, my sibling's 
lives, my kids’ lives, and their 
kids' lives. Generation after 
generation will be changed 
because my parents had the 
opportunity to go to college.” 

Research for the documen¬ 
tary, which makes its Canadian 
premier at the Toronto Black 
film Festival on Wednesday, 
Feb. 15, began several years 
ago and encapsulates a wide 
swath of history, 

“We start the film during 
slavery,” he says. “Not only 
was it illegal for black people 
to learn to read and write, it 
was illegal for a white person 
to teach a black person to read 



or write. E'bat was against the 
law. There was punishment 
for teaching slaves to read and 
write, 

“The film started there and 
follows this incredible long 
search for knowledge in the 
African American commun¬ 
ity that goes through black 
colleges and goes through to 
today." 


In recent years several HB- 
CUs have flourished while 
others struggled. 

“The universe for black col¬ 
leges has changed in the last 
forty years; or so," he says, "Be¬ 
fore, these were the only places, 
pretty much, where black stu¬ 
dents could go if they wanted 
to get a higher education, 
“just as importantly they 


were the only places black pro¬ 
fessors could teach. After inte¬ 
gration and now, to a certain 
degree, if you've gotten great 
marks in school and are at the 
top of your class you have op- 
tin ns as to where you go to 
school. Jf you are a professor 
at the top of your profession 
in your chosen field you can 
teach at Howard or at Harvard 


where there are greater resour¬ 
ces, greater prestige and you're 
getting paid more. 

“There are choices now. Not 
to say that is bad in any way, 
but it has exacted a toll on 
black colleges and universities." 

Still. Te 11 Them We Are Ris¬ 
ing asserts HBCUs have an im¬ 
portant place in higher edu¬ 
cation. 

“We try to say that there 
are still reasons why any given 
student might choose to go to 
a black college or university. 
One of them is that it is a safe 
space, it is a space where you 
are not looked at as one of a 
kind. As one girl say's, 'Move¬ 
ments are launched on black 
campuses.' because it is a place 
of people of like minds."

Story follows

Shooting an limit thriller in the 
frozen Canadian tundra has myr¬ 
iad challenges. 

But that's where veteran dir¬ 
ector Zacharias Kunuk finds his 
inspiration and passion, and 
where he returned for his re¬ 
venge tale Maiigludt (Searchers). 

Kunuk rattles off the frigid 
hurdles he faced white filming 
in Igloolik, Nunavut in March 
2D15 — lots of sheepskin was on 
hand to wrap precious camera 
and audio equipment, he raj's. 

“It was an extremely cold year. 
It was colder than other years," 
says Kunuk. 

His actors braved 10-hour days 
in temperatures as low ns-15 C, 
he adds, and the “indoor" shoots 
offered only modest relief: they 
took place in igloos where tem¬ 
peratures hovered around -20 L, 
says Kunuk. 

All par for the course for the 
celebrated filmmaker, whose 
resume of dramas and docu¬ 
mentaries largely take place in 
and around his Northern home 
and ofFer a rare glimpse into die 
history of this remote region. 

His latest Inuklitut-ianguage 
team re centres on the abduction 
of two women by a group of 
murderous outlaws, beat hunter 
Kuanana discovers his parents 
beaten, his son killed and his 
wife and daughter gone. He sets 
out with his grandson Siku to 
rescue them. 

Kunuk rays he was partly in¬ 
spired by the old Westerns he 
watched as a teen in Iglonkk, 
including John Ford's classic 


The Searchers. 

But while that 1956 film cen¬ 
tred on an overtly racist cow¬ 
boy's quest for revenge when 
his niece is abducted by Coman¬ 
che Indians, Kunuk casts Jnuit 
characters as both the heroes 
and the villains. 

“We used that model but we 
turned it into our own style " 
says Kunuk, best known for his 
2001 drama Atanarjuat: The bast 
Runner, a mythological epic that 
won the Camera d’Or at Cannes. 

“We must make this film our 
way" 

That included every effort 
to make sure limit culture was 
represented accurately. 

The broader crew included 
carvers, seamstresses, Ski-Doo 
mechanics and hunters, the last 
group tasked with building ig¬ 
loos just as they would have 
been constructed in Nunavut 
circa 1912. 

“I’ve seen [another film) 
where they put our seal oil lamp 
in the middle of the igloo and 
people were sleeping around 
it like a campfire, that’s not 
how you do it. So we try to do 
it our culture’s way. We have 
an elder who is the designer so 
she knows exactly where to put 
things. So after our tut designer 
goes through the set, we come 
in and place the camera and 
stall acting. 1 ' 

It all lends to a .gritty natur¬ 
alness that extends to the per¬ 
formances, largely delivered 
by a cast of first-time actors. If 
there’s a documentary feet to it 

if 

that’s not by accident, Kunuk 
acknowledges. 

“Everything we do has a docu¬ 
mentary feel to it." the 59-year- 
old chuckles. 

“One-hundred years from now 
when we’re gone, these films 
will be alive."

Heart Break, coming out June 9, 
which is their first new album 
since their 2014 album, 747.

Following 
major success early on with their 
multi-platinum hit crossover 
song and album Need You Now, 
the trio that formed in their 20s 
became accustomed to writing 
songs together on the road and 
quickly recording during breaks 
at home in Nashville. 

"Writing while you’re touting, 
which we've done a lot. after a 
while can become a little tire¬ 
some," Haywood said. 

But living together for weeks 
on end without the pressure of 
performing every weekend and 
away from the daily demands of 


Music City enabled them to ex¬ 
plore more challenging musical 
material. It also helped to have 
a demanding producer in bus- 
bee, who has been producing 
pop and KSrErinfluencedcounny 
records with Maren Morris and 
Keith Urban. 

“He just pushed us, vocally 
and lyrically," Kelley said. *1 got 
really frustrated with him at 
times and that's what he loves. 
He cherished every rime 1 would 
argue against him." 

This year, they'll embark on 
their next world tour, which 
starts in May in Bakersfield, Cali¬ 
fornia, and will take them to 
Canada. Europe and South Africa. 
For the first time, all three sing¬ 
ers will be bringing along their 
children for parts of the tour. 

“It's so much fun watching 
them play with each other and 
sometimes share, sometimes 
not," said Haywood. 

But the band says it's too early 
to tell if their lads have inherited 
their musical talents Kelley's son 
Ward is almost L while Scott's 
daughter is 3.

Loneliness

The moment that Canadian elec¬ 
tro band Austra completed its 
world tour la support its sopho¬ 
more album, Olympia, its lead 
singer and songwriter Katie Stel- 
manis hit the books. 

She became a bookworm and 
began a voracious reading cycle. 

“I had felt that music had 
consumed my life For the pie 
vious five years and 1 really just 
wanted to exercise other parts 
of my brain," Stelmanis said. 
"So I really did get into reading, 
which doesn't really sound like 
a big deal, but I hadn't read a 
book since high school. 

“3 started making a list of all 
the books that 1 had read, be¬ 
cause I was able to see this quan¬ 
tifiable gain in my smartness 
every time 1 read a book. 1 tried 
to read as many as possible.” 


It wasn't the only activity Stel¬ 
manis undertook during her 
performance hiatus, which of¬ 
ficially ends this Friday with a 
Toronto kickoff to a 53-date world 
tour that concludes in Brussels 
in April. 

There were French and Span¬ 
ish language studies, ballet les¬ 
sons and cooking as she moved 
from Montreal to Mew York to 
Mexico City before returning 
to Canada. 

But the books she read directly 
informed much of the subject 
matter in the 11 songs on Aus- 
tra's third album, future Politics, 
also out Friday. 

Musically, it’s an album full 
of nuanced, throbbing synthe¬ 
sizers. brisk dance rhythms and 
Stelmanis's angelic, operatic- 
inspired warbling. 

Lyrically, it's a big-picture ob¬ 
servation of social concerns ran¬ 
ging from capitalism to the en¬ 
vironment, mentioned in such 
songs as Future Politics, Utopia, 
Gaia and F'reepower. 

“It was the culmination of a 
few years of basically reading 
stuff,” Stelmanis explains. ”'lbe 
first book that got me into all 
these subjects was the Naomi 
Klein book This Changes Every¬ 
thing and that kind of inspired 
me to reEtd more about nen-lib- 


I got really into reading David 
Harvey and his books A Brief 
History of Neo-Liberalism and 
Rebel Cities, and from there it 
just seemed to me like the major 
problems in the environment 
were in a large pan due to cap¬ 
italism, essentially, and the way 
that our economy works. 

"So I became obsessed with 
reading about post-capitalism.... 


of Future Politics came from.” 

Yet despite the dreary im¬ 
agery of the album's first two 
videos — Future Politics, with 
its zombielike characters, and 
Utopia, where Stelmanis digs 
into a bowl of grubs — Stelmanis 
savs that Future Politics is an al- 
bum of hope. 

"The writing process did start 
out verve .very bleak," she admits. 


I was feeling pretty intense feel¬ 
ings — even from just being off 
tour — from kind of loneliness. 
isoLition. depression and kind of 
experiencing what 1 sort of see 
is this collective depression that 
the people of our generation are 
feeling right now. So the record 
did start off very, very dark.

skin with the future. So that's 
why I think on the record it's 
very obvious which songs are 
written specifically during that 
dark period and which ones were 
written after.”

Rapper Tip (T.L.] Harris's recent 
foray into politically-charged 
commentary might surprise 
those best familiar with his rous¬ 
ing hip hop party anthems re¬ 
corded when he was still known 
asT.l. But the Atlanta-born per¬ 
former, who changed h is stage 
name from T.L to Tip in the fall 
of 2CH5. insists his social stance 
didn’t come nut of nowhere. 

Chart hits like Whatever You 
Like and Bring Bm Out. as well 
its VHl reality show J .1. and l iny; 
The Family Hustle, made him 
one of hip hop's biggest stars. But 
he says there's more to his work. 

“My music has always been 
inspired by things that go on 
around me.” the rapper says. 

Yet he certainly amped up 
his political statements with 
the release of his latest album 
Us or fclse: Letter to the System, 
an unforgiving look at racism, 
police brutality and other in¬ 
justices plaguing his country. 

He"s also taken aim at Donald 
Trump's tactics with an open 
letter published by Rolling 
Stone last week and a series of 
Instagram videos which called 
out fellow black Americans like 
Steve Harvey and Kan ye West 
for participating in photo ops 
with the incoming president. 

Amid a Canadian tour that 
arrives in Calgary on Friday, 
Lip spoke about his stronger 
political voice. 

l anv might be surprised that 


you've emerged as a vocal op¬ 
ponent oil rump s polities 
when some others in the hip 
hop community have shied 
away from the subject, Whitt 
arc y on thinking ahead of 
the inauguration? 

1 don’t want to be premature 
with my skepticism. There 
are some remarks that are be 
ing made and stances taken 
that do concern me. I don't 
think it has much to do with 
the presidency, it's just more 
[Trump's] style, demeanour 
and his temperament. I'he 
things he finds appropriate to 
say in regards to his opinions 
of other people. Those things 
are a bit disheartening. As far 
as what to expect from his 
presidency, J don’t want to be 
presumptuous, but actually 
see what happens. 

But you took your opinions 
un Trump directly to your 
Instagram account earlier 
this week , saying that he 
was trying to gain favour by 
meeting with black celeb¬ 
rities.

ISvo yeans and about $20,000 
later the renovation was com¬ 
pleted, during which Bisram 
and her wife had the work done 
in instalments to keep up with 
the escalating costs. 

Bisram says she learned a key 
lesson about budgeting for any 
future home re nos: Hope for 
the best, but plan for the worst. 

For Adttm Mernick, a gen¬ 
eral contractor and owner of 
Inglewood Restorations Ltd. in 
Toronto, any project he tackles 
must include contingency costs 
of 3(3 to 50 per cent to cover 
issues that crop up. 

“I always go into it assum¬ 
ing there will be structural, 
plumbing and electrical prob¬ 
lems," he says. ’‘If you’re hiring 
a contractor you need someone 
who is going to be honest and 
upfront and not try to promise 
you the moon during the first 
meeting. If a price sounds too 
good to be true it probably is." 

Mernick’s advice is to get 
at least three quotes from dif¬ 


ferent insured contractors to 
get a sense of what a pro ject 
should cost — accounting for 
everything from materials and 
labour to licensing and permits, 
as well as potential problems. 

Often home owners don’t 
have realistic expectations 
when it comes to the actual 
cost of a project, adds Toronto- 
based interior designer Lisa 
Canning. 

"I do a lot of two-hour con¬ 


sultations with people who 
want to start a kitchen renova¬ 
tion. My first question always 
is ’what’s your budget?* The 
response 1 gel is big, glassy 
eves. The hadn't even thought 
about it." she says. 

Canning says it's oniy after a 
reasonable budget has been es¬ 
tablished that you can actually 
starting planning. 

“Even if your kitchen budget 
is small, we can gel creative 


so you can afford a beautiful 
countertop like stone or mar¬ 
ble," she says, noting that sav¬ 
ings could be made by opting 
for less expensive cabinets in¬ 
stead of custom made. 

Doing rudimentary demoli¬ 
tion on your own. such as tak¬ 
ing down drywall or removing 
old cabinets with a sledgeham¬ 
mer, is another way to trim a 
budget, she adds. 

But if you 5till find your 


dream re no is out of reach 
after exhausting all your op¬ 
tions. both Canning and Mer¬ 
nick advise putting it on hold 
while you save more money. 

“if you’re making your 
home safe that’s a priority, 
but if you’re renovating just 
because you want to there's no 
urgency" Canning says. 

Bushing a project may also 
see you choose cheaper materi¬ 
als and finishes that you'll later 
regret and be unsatisfied with, 
Mernick points out. 

“When it comes to making a 
bathroom pretty, if you've got 
to have Italian marble you've 
got to have it," he says. "‘But 
if you’re patient and do some 
leg work, you may later find 
a warehouse that's selling off 
what you’re looking for." 

One budgetary area, how¬ 
ever. that you should never 
skimp on is a reputable con¬ 
tractor who can assemble a 
team of experienced trades¬ 
people. 

“Trades are where a project 
succeeds or fails. You can have 
the most expensive counters 
and tiles, but if they're installed 
incorrectly they’re going to 
look bad," Canning says.

Fresh Off The Boat or Marvel’s 
Agents Of S.H.I.E.LD. Which 
show is the most progressively 
Asian? 

In the debate over diversity 
in Hollywood, it's improbable 
that a superhero series would 
be held lip as a bastion of the 
multi-radal universe. But Agents 
ofSH.IT.LD. demonstrates that 
real change comes from the top: 
an Asian woman is the co-creator 
and executive producer while 
two of its leads are Asian women. 
It is die most Asian show on tele¬ 
vision that you’ve never heard of. 

This is as dose to a post-racial 
universe as you will get on tele¬ 
vision. And while many shows 
have made .great strides in get¬ 
ting visible minorities in front 
of the cameras, it’s also a lesson 
that true change starts in the 
executive suite. 

"Being a woman of colour 
working in this business — di¬ 
versity hits always been some¬ 


thing that's very important to me 
and seeing proper representation 
in my work,” says MamissaTan- 
charoen. the docreatar and show- 
runner of Agents of S.H.I.h.L.D. 
The series, now in its fourth sea¬ 
son. can be seen on Tuesdays 
on CIV. 

“For us, a way of empowering 
diversity is not highlighting it 
at all. You don't have to say this 


person is an Asian, or Larina or 
Black. They are who they ate. We 
haven't had any moments where 
we point out specifically about 
race or background. People are 
just people,” says lancharoen, 
lancharoen, 41. is of Thai des- 
cenL When she set out to create 
the show along with husband Jed

There's art, freaky nnd free, 
strewn across the .Nevada de¬ 
sert.

That's all the informa¬ 
tion you'll get because creator 
Michael "Mark" Hippie was Iasi 
seen in federal prison on firearm 
charges, and artist Chad Sorg 
moved away. 

If you are lucky, like I w r as, 
it will be a slightly unnerving, 
solitary experience with only 
Joshua trees, lizards and braying 
donkeys for company in a cel¬ 
lular dead zone surrounded by 
msted cars and random busted 
appliances that maybe cheekily 
abandoned or may also be ait in 
this car forest. 

If s presumably no accident 
that the Goldwell Open Air Mu¬ 
seum, with its signature ghostly 
version of The Last Supper, is 
right beside the ghost town of 
Rhyolite.
